After much controversy 
in the past regarding en¬ 
forcing a cat bylaw in town, 
Didsbury’s Town Council 
passed the first reading of 
bylaw 05-10, the Cat bylaw, 
at their meeting last Tues¬ 
day night. 

The bylaw says that it is 
the responsibility of the ani¬ 
mal owner to ensure that 
the animal is not running at 
large, and shall not allow or 
permit their cat to damage 
public property or the prop¬ 
erty of any other person. 

The Animal Control Of¬ 
ficer shall keep an up to date 
record of all complaints, 
notices, and reports regard¬ 
ing cats and a similar record 
of their disposition. The Of¬ 
ficer may seize and impound 
any cat running at large. 

The Town will keep all im¬ 
pounded cats for a period of 
at least 96 hours, including 
the day of impounding. Sun¬ 


days and holidays will not be 
included in the computation 
of the 96 hour period. Dur¬ 
ing this period, any cat may 
be redeemed, by its owner, 
upon payment to the Town 
which must include the ap¬ 
propriate fine, where appli¬ 
cable, and the kennel fees for 
every 24 hour period. Any cat 
not redeemed may be de¬ 
stroyed or sold and the 
money kept by the Town. 

A person who has a com¬ 
plaint about a cat running at 
large or causing damage to 
his or her property, may ob¬ 
tain a cat trap from the 
Town. The provision of a cat 
trap to a complaintant shall 
be at the sole discretion of 
the Town. 

Every cat owner whose cat 
runs at large is guilty of an 
offence and upon conviction, 
shall be liable for a fine of 
$100. If your cat damages 
public or private property it 
is guilty of an offence and li¬ 
able, upon conviction, to a 


fine of $250. Any cat owner 
who contravenes any provi¬ 
sion of section 5 of this by¬ 
law is guilty of an offence 
and upon conviction shall be 
liable to a fine of $1000. 

If a person is caught en¬ 
ticing a cat to run at large, 
teasing a cat caught in a cat 
trap, throwing or poking 
any object into a cat trap 
when a cat is caught 
therein, failing to check a 
set cat trap on his premises 
hourly, or as otherwise re¬ 
quired by the Town, leaving 
a cat trap set between the 
hours of 11 p.m. on one day 
to 6 a.m. the following day, 
unless authorized by the 
Town, or failing to deliver a 
trapped animal to the Town 
within 24 hours of the time 
it is trapped, upon convic¬ 
tion, shall be liable for a 
fine of $500. 

Local residents will have 
a chance to speak to Coun¬ 
cil about this bylaw on Nov. 
2 at a Town Hall meeting.

“We were getting a 
number of complaints about 
roaming cats,” said Town 
CAO Roy Brown. “It is an 
issue.” 

Brown says there is no 
point is having a bylaw that 
is not enforceable, and they 
want to make sure there is 
no cruelty towards the ani¬ 
mals, so they surveyed cat 
bylaws across Alberta to 
find out what was and 
wasn’t working for other 
communities. 

The bylaw states the 
Town will keep the cats for 
at least 96 hours, and so 
according to Brown, they 
will have to develop a facil¬ 
ity for them to stay in. 

“The reason Council only 
passed the first reading was to 
allow for public input,” said 
Brown. “They will have that 
opportunity at the Town Hall 
meeting. This bylaw is not done, 
there is still room for change.” 
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Mobile Orthopedic Surgical

The charge stemmed 
from a crash between a car 
and a passenger bus that left 
one man dead and 23 others 
injured. 

The accused’s conviction 
was overturned on appeal 
and a new trial was ordered. 
He failed to show up for that 
trial in 1971. 

The accused made a 
court appearance in Calgary 
last week, having the case 
adjourned. 

In an interview following 
his June arrest, the accused 
said, “I’m not going back to 
Florida and nothing has 
been said about that. I’m a 
Canadian citizen.” 

The accused’s lawyer, 
Brian Forestell, said his cli¬ 
ent will be fighting extradi¬ 


tion. 

“His case was overturned 
on appeal and that’s the last 
he ever heard of it,” said 
Forestell. “What I’m told is 
that a new trial was ordered, 
but he was totally unaware of 
that. He moved to Canada 
and has been back and forth 
to the States many times. In 
fact he was back in Florida 
last year.” 

John (Jack) Patrick 
Sheridan, 68, who is out on 
$10,000 bail, will be back in 
court Nov. 9.

The 68-year-old accused 
was arrested June 21 after 
an extradition warrant was is¬ 
sued from the State of 
Florida regarding a vehicu¬ 
lar manslaughter in Indian 
County, Florida in 1968.

Town facilities 
go completely 
smoke free

Didsbury Town Council 
passed a bylaw at their 
Council meeting last 
Tuesday night, which no 
longer allows any smok¬ 
ing in Town owned facili¬ 
ties. 

Council expressed con¬ 
cern regarding smoking in 
Town owned buildings on 
Aug. 16, at a Community of 
the Whole meeting. It was 
then recommended that 
the Smoking bylaw be re¬ 
vised to allow no smoking 
at any of their facilities for 
housekeeping reasons. 

The Curling Rink is 
owned by the Town, but is 
leased by the Curling 
Club, so this building is the 
only exception from the no 
smoking rule. 

All renters of the build¬ 
ing (Memorial Complex), 
including for weddings, 
cabarets, all events, will 
not be permitted to smoke 


anywhere in the building. 
They will have to go out¬ 
side to smoke. 

“The Multi-Purpose 
Room is really the only 
change,” said Town CAO 
Roy Brown. "The smokers 
(at events) will now just 
have to go outside.” 

Prior to passing the by¬ 
law, Town Council got 
feedback from potential 
users, and many felt the 
Town may see more rev¬ 
enue from the decision, 
because a lot of people 
did not like the smoke in 
the MPR. 

In the past six months 
all Didsbury restaurants 
also went nonsmoking, 
which was a reflection of 
what their customers 
wanted. 

“Council was respond¬ 
ing to the wishes of the 
people,” said Brown. “This 
decision reflects the atti¬ 
tude of the community.” 


Crack cocaine fueled man leads 
high-speed chase

A man who gave a guilty plea 
to eight of nine charges was con¬ 
vinced by the court to adjourn his 
case and speak with counsel. 

Trevor John Sampson, 24, de¬ 
cided to go ahead with his trial 
Oct. 12 in Didsbuiy court, despite 
the severity of the punishment and 
without a defence lawyer to rep¬ 
resent him. 

Before giving his guilty plea, 
Sampson said he had already spo¬ 
ken with the judge and court ap¬ 
pointed lawyer and he wanted go 
on with the case without repre¬ 
sentation. 

Judge I. Kirpatrick tried to con¬ 
vince the accused to get a lawyer 
before proceeding, to which 
Sampson, appearing edgy and tired 
said, “I made a bad judgment call 
that night. I’m Guilty, I’ll deal with 
my fate.” 

Sampson said he had spoken 
to Crown Prosecutor Ian Mackay 
and that he agreed to plead guilty 
to eight of the charges if the pos¬ 
session of an illegal substance 
charge was dropped, court heard. 

Mackay began by telling the 
court that firstly, Sampson had 
breached probation orders of keep¬ 
ing the peace and being on good 
behaviour. 

Judge Kirpatrick queried in¬ 
credulously about the charge, and 
after giving Mackay a chance to 
clarify his intent, he glared at the 
crown and gave a resounding.

“Let’s reject it.” 

Mackay went on to say that 
on Sept. 24 a 2001 Dodge pickup 
was stolen in Rimby, AB valued 
at more than $5000. Later that 
same day, at 11:15 p.m., the 
RCMP were called about a $105 
‘gas and dash’ at the Sundre Fas 
Gas by a vehicle with the same 
make and model and a BC license 
plate. About a half hour later, 
Constable Beard, parked on 52 
Ave. and highway 27 in Olds, 
noticed the same vehicle scream¬ 
ing towards him at an estimated 
speed of 150 km/h that veered 
away when it was about 10 me¬ 
tres away and continued on, una¬ 
bated through three traffic lights. 
The vehicle proceeded to Bowden 
on highway 2A, swerving onto 
both lanes at a speed of 160 km/ 
hr. 

Innisfail RCMP were notified, 
and over the next few minutes 
they deployed numerous spike 
belts in Bowden. All attempts to 
thwart the speedster were avoided 
and the accused eventually made 
his way to the QE2, again reach¬ 
ing speeds of 160 km/hr, only this 
time heading north on the south¬ 
bound lanes, court heard. 

At this time of night, visibility 
was clear and traffic flow was low, 
and all incoming cars pulled onto 
the shoulder. Sampson eventually 
crossed the median, only to cross 
back to the south lanes and then 
change his mind a return to the 
northbound lane. In an attempt 
to continue evading police, the ac¬ 
cused, now reaching speeds of 170 
km/hr, would fake exiting off the 
highway before continuing 
North. 

At this time, Mackay said that 
RCMP had heard on the radio 
that there had been a robbery that 
day in Airdrie and the accused 
may be armed with a shotgun 
and handgun. Sampson scoffed at 
this statement under the glower 
of Mackay. 

Mackay continued telling the 


facts to the court. 

The accused eventually exited 
the QE2 with the RCMR now with 
four or five sirens blaring, still in 
pursuit. Eventually, behind the 
Penhold Inn, Sampson drove over 
a spike belt and was apprehended 
after he drove onto a field. No fire¬ 
arms were located, and the accused 
was out in a cruiser. The accused 
showed no remorse, saying to the 
members of the RCMR “Do you 
know who I am?” to which Const. 
Beard replied, “No,” and he re¬ 
sponded, “S***, I should have kept 
going.” 

En route to Olds, Sampson 
kicked out the rear window of the 
police car. He told the court he only 
lashed out because he was repeat¬ 
edly sprayed in the eyes by the 
RCMP and smacked in the face 
with a gun. He said, “I came out 
with my hands up, and they pro¬ 
ceeded to beat me for about 10 min¬ 
utes, I begged for my life.” 

Sampson told court, “I should 
have pulled over, I respect human 
life, I avoided all pedestrians, I did 
everything I could to avoid the 
RCMR” 

Again, at this point, Judge 
Kirpatrick tried to convince 
Sampson to get a lawyer or speak 
with council to possibly mitigate 
his punishment. 

“I’m willing to finish it today. 
It’s in God’s hands. I’m not will¬ 
ing to do another day in remand.” 
said Sampson. 

After repeated efforts to 
cajole the accused, 
Kirpatrick, pouring over the 
facts said, “I’m not prepared 
to deal with (it) until you 
have a lawyer, you’re enti¬ 
tled to put your best foot for¬ 
ward by council,” 

“I was willing to take 
that chance,” said Sampson. 

“It’s too big a chance,” re¬ 
plied the judge. 

Sampson relented, and 
court was adjourned until 
Monday, Oct. 17 in Calgary. 


DIDSBURY RCMP 

Drugs and loaded 
firearms seized 
from local proprety

This past Saturday 
Didsbury RCMP executed a 
search warrant on a prop¬ 
erty two miles south of 
Didsbury, and upon search¬ 
ing two residences, a 
quonset, and a number of 
outbuildings, several loaded 
firearms, and 152 mari¬ 
huana plants were seized. 

John Borden, 40 years 
old, has been charged with 
production of a controlled 
substance along with sev¬ 
eral firearms related of¬ 
fences. 

Borden has been living in 


the area for about a year and 
a half. 

He was initially arrested 
for assault on a utilitites per¬ 
son who went to read the 
meters. 

Following the incident on 
Friday, a search warrant 
was executed. 

“These were small clone 
plants,” said Cst. Tim Diebel, 
Didsbury RCMR. “They had 
the potential upon maturing, 
to develop into a thousand 
dollars or more a plant.” 

Borden is scheduled for a 
showcase hearing on Wed. in 
the Didsbury Provincial 
Court.

centive Grant” to help new 
apprentices cover the high 
costs of tools, boots and 
work accessories; 

-An “Apprentice Job Crea¬ 
tion Tax Credit” for busi¬ 
nesses to help create more 
apprenticeship positions; 
and 

-A “Tools Tax Deduction” 
of up to $500 for tools to be 
available to all trades peo¬ 
ple, whether employees or 
self-employed. 

“These incentives are im¬ 
portant to help stem the in¬ 
creasing shortage of trades 
workers, which is having a 
negative effect on the Cana¬ 
dian economy. At the same 
time the Conservative plan 
sends a message to young 
people that trade skills are 
as valued as university edu¬ 
cation and present an oppor¬ 
tunity to engage in a mean¬ 
ingful, well-paying and en¬ 
joyable career,” concluded 
Thompson.

CHINOOK'S EDGE SCHOOL DIVISION 

CESD Board prepares to meet with 
Minister of Education

Minister of Educa¬ 
tion, Gene Zwozdesky 
will meet with the Chi¬ 
nook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision Board on Oct. 
21 for just over an 
hour. 

Together at last 
Wed.’s council meeting 
the Board compiled a 
list of issues they want 
to take with them. At 
the top of the list to be 
discussed is school fees 
and fund-raising. 

“We have been get¬ 
ting a lot of feedback 
about school fees and 
fund-raising from par¬ 
ents,” said Jim Gib¬ 
bons, CESD superin¬ 
tendent. “Parents are 
struggling to pay the 
fees.” 

The percent of fami¬ 
lies who cannot afford 
to pay the fees has rose 
30-40% in the past few 
years, and Gibbons 
feels this is a direct 
correlation from the 
BSE problems the area 
has been facing. 

“Fees across the 
province are necessary 
because everything is 
not funded,” said Gib¬ 
bons. “The Minister 
needs to be aware 
schools can’t function 
without the basic 
fees.” 

Each year the Divi¬ 
sion takes in $870,000 
in school fees. 

The Board has some 
questions for the Min¬ 
ister regarding fund¬ 


raising, and what ex¬ 
tra fund-raising should 
be used for, and what 
an extra really is? 

During the 2003/04 
school year CESD 
raised over $800,000 
from fund-raising, af¬ 
ter expenses. 

“Where do you draw 
the line with fund-rais¬ 
ing,” said Roy 
Brassard, CESD Board 
chair. “How do you de¬ 
fine what is and is not 
acceptable for a fund¬ 
raiser.” 

The Board also plans 
on talking to the Min¬ 
ister about renewed 
funding framework. 

“Fifty-eight percent 
of our budget is spent 
on a sophisticated 
staff, 6.6 percent goes 
towards transporta¬ 
tion, and AC, student 
health initiative and 
special needs brings us 
up to 75 percent of our 
budget. There is just 
not any flexibility with 
that 75 percent, only 
the remaining 25 per¬ 
cent,” said Gibbons. 

Transportation is 
on the minds of CESD 
Board members, and 
ride times and effi¬ 
ciency. 

“The government 
needs to understand we 
cannot put out a 72 
passenger bus for effi¬ 
ciency, or we would end 
up with ride times of 
two hours,” said Gib¬ 
bons. “We might get 
challenged on shared 
services, but I think we

do a very good job. 
Plus field trips and 
sports in rural Alberta 
needs transportation.” 

The Board also 
wants to discuss hav¬ 
ing a sliding scale for 
fuel costs. Gibbons 
feels that as far as in¬ 
frastructure goes, the 
Board needs to express 
their feelings that new 
capital should be sepa¬ 


rated from moderniza¬ 
tion. 

“These should not 
be competing priori¬ 
ties,” said Gibbons. “Ia 
1999 a survey that was 
done said that 80 per¬ 
cent of schools in need 
of modernization 
where in rural Alberta. 
We got two new 
schools two years ago, 
and two new schools 


two years before that.” 

Every year CESD 
has to report on class 
size, and every year it 
is a problem. 

“We can not get high 
school class sizes up 
high enough, because 
the students are spread 
over 12 schools,” said 
Gibbons. “We need the 
funding to address run¬ 
ning small high 


schools in rural Al¬ 
berta.” 

Class sizes are sup¬ 
pose to be 27, and are 
running around 21 
right now. “In the city 
you could just move 
students to another 
school,” said Gibbons. 
“You can’t take a stu¬ 
dent from Olds and 
move them to 
Cremona.”

Our son John lives in Boston but he is good about coming 
home and usually visits once or twice in the Summer and nearly 
always at Christmas. As we approach one of John’s visits I find 
myself putting aside recipes and buying special supplies with 
the idea that, “this will be nice when John is home.” The result 
of this emotion driven preparation and purchase is enough holi¬ 
day food to stuff six sons for six weeks. He is usually here for six 
to eight days and some of those days are spent with friends and 
other family members. Thank goodness for the deep freeze. The 
Christmas cookies last on into the summer and the summer pie 
crust is still good for Thanksgiving. 

Every Summer, on one of John’s visits, we get as many peo¬ 
ple together as possible and the menu is chili, buns, green salad 
and banana splits. I make sure that all the supplies are on hand, 
chocolate, vanilla and strawberry ice cream, chocolate sauce, 
pecans, Rogers Golden Syrup, fresh or frozen strawberries, and 
bananas. We dust off my collection of glass gondola dishes and 
John begins construction. He is amenable about assistance but 
the formula is his and he aims for a quality product. Oprah 
would dump her diet for one of John’s banana splits. 

Weight Watchers has him on a hit list. My philosophy is, if 
you’re going to eat one banana split a year it may as well be a 
good one. 

Ice cream is North America’s favorite desert and every man, 
woman and child eats about sixteen quarts a year. And that’s 
not counting sherbet, sorbet, frozen yogurt, slushies, frozen cap¬ 
puccinos, and such similar frosty delights. 

The first frozen treat was more of a frozen pasty milk ice 
than a smooth, icy cream and it was invented in China in about 
2000 BC. It was made from overcooked rice, spices and milk and 
packed in snow until it solidified. Only the very wealthy could 
afford this luxury because snow had to be brought from moun¬ 
tain tops to make it. The Chinese also developed fruit ices by 
combining fruit juice and pulp with snow or with the milk ice. 

In fourteenth-century Italy ice milk and fruit ice recipes were 
secrets guarded by the chefs to the wealthy. From Italy frozen 
deserts moved to France and in 1533 when Catherine de’Medici 
married King Henry 11 of France she served fruit ices to show 
off to the rest of Europe. 

Wedding celebrations lasted for a month and she served a 
different flavor of ice daily. She also introduced a semi frozen 
desert made from thick sweetened cream. I guess this made her 
the original Dairy Queen. 

In the 1560s a physician living in Rome discovered that the 
freezing point of a mixture could be reached rapidly if saltpeter 
was added to the surrounding snow and ice. Now they could 
produce the worlds first solidly frozen ice cream and within a 
few years Italian immigrants throughout Europe brought the 
dessert within reach of common people. 

By 1870 Italian Ice Cream vendors were a familiar part of 
London Streets. 

Thomas Jefferson tasted ice cream while he was ambassador 
to France and he brought the recipe to the United States, Dolly 
Madison served it at White House dinners, the ice cream soda 
was officially introduced in 1874 and the ice cream cone was 
first served at the St. Louis World’s Fair in 1904 when a waffle 
baker and an ice cream vendor drew adjoining booths and the 
ice cream man ran out of papier serving dishes and rolled up a 
waffle into a cone. I don’t have ready information about who 
made the first banana split but sundaes showed up in ice cream 
parlors in the mid 1880s so it’s fairly safe to assume that ba¬ 
nana splits are from the same era. 

Who knew that ice cream had been around in one form or 
another for 4000 years! Makes our 20 year banana split tradi¬ 
tion seem like part of a long, rich history. We can stop feeling 
guilty about all those empty calories and start feeling proud 
that we are helping to uphold tradition and maintain an impor¬ 
tant part of our heritage and culture. Think of your frozen cap¬ 
puccino as a link to your forefathers and on your next trip to 
Dairy Queen tell your family that it’s a field trip to study the 
culture of ancient civilizations.

Before and After School program meeting 


There will be a meeting on 
Oct. 25, at 7 p.m. in the Ross 
Ford School Library for all 
those parents who are inter¬ 
ested in having a Before and 
After School Program in 
Didsbury. 

This meeting comes fol¬ 
lowing the surveys sent out 
in July, questioning the com¬ 
munity if they felt such a pro¬ 
gram was needed in town. 

“The survey has told us 
there is a need in the com¬ 
munity,” said Nicole Aasen, 
Town Corporate Services co¬ 


ordinator. “Now we need the 
community’s support, and 
parents willing to partici¬ 
pate to get this program off 
the ground.” 

Out of the 2500 surveys 
sent out, 147 replied. Out of 
the respondents with school 
aged children, 49% said they 
would use a program like 
this.

this meeting,” said Aasen. 
“To get this off the ground, 
we need parents and com¬ 
munity members to get in¬ 
volved.

Didsbury FCSS, and other 
community groups such as 
Ross Ford, would potentially 
house the program. 

“There was a need ex¬ 
pressed for this service, now 
come to the meeting to fur¬ 


ther express that need,” said 
Aasen. “If it is decided at this 
meeting to go ahead, it will 
not start till the Sept. 06 
school year. There would be 
lots involved in making this 
happen.” 

The program would in¬ 
clude educational fun, good 
quality programs, and ac¬ 
tivities for kids. 

“There are so many kids 
who go home to an empty 
house after school that are 
just not the right age,” said 
Aasen.

withdrawal and/or electronic payment. Final rates for 2006 have yet to be determined. 

County Approves New Organizational Structure 

The County has officially endorsed the new organizational structure for Administration as outlined 
in the Cuff Report. This was introduced to staff on October 14* 1 and will be implemented using a 
transition plan immediately. Key features of the new structure indude: More responsiveness to 
political leadership: a stronger focus on serving the public and their needs: a more transparent 
decision making process: effective use of resources: an environment that is open and flexible to 
change: integration of team models; more accountability for delegated powers and duties: and the 
opportunity to use public and pnvate resources where appropnate. 

Fundamental changes will include reorganization of Administration under three Directors, 
responsible for Corporate Services, Development and Community Services and Operational 
Services. New positions will be added in Human Resources, accounting and legislative services. In 
addition, IT support will be enhanced and the overlap between Public Works Supervisors and 
Foremen will be eliminated 

Says Reeve Al Kemmere. ‘Change of any kind can be challenging. However, we believe this new 
structure has been designed to make the most of our strengths and add value in so many new 
ways. We are of course, sensitive to the implication this has for our employees, and they have our 
full support as we work through the transition process.

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Update on the 
Sndyers 


Dear Family and 
Friends, 

Greetings from Didsbury! 
We have been in Canada for 
over two months and obvi¬ 
ously it hasn’t helped our let¬ 
ter-writing abilities. We 
apologize for not writing 
sooner. 

God has been so good to 
us in providing for our needs, 
just as He promised. We 
needed a place to stay and 
our house, which had been 
rented out, became vacant 
just when we needed it. We 
needed a vehicle and Ken 
From has allowed us to use 
his car while he is in Nigeria 
for about nine months. 

We have needed fellow¬ 
ship and encouragement 
and God has richly blessed 
us with family, friends, won¬ 
derful neighbors and some 
visits to churches where we 
were uplifted. Truly God has 
been so good to us. 

We have not been able to 
get into as many churches to 
speak as we would have 
liked, but we have been busy 
fixing up the house where we 
now live. 

There has been much 
painting, yard work, and 
even some plumbing that 
needed to be cared for. Ini¬ 
tially I thought that we would 
have to hire someone to do 
these things because we 
don’t have the tools or the 
expertise, but reality is that 
we couldn’t afford to do that. 

After being in Canada for 
a few weeks I complained to 
Janet that I was experiencing 
‘reverse culture shock’. She 
wisely corrected me by say¬ 
ing that the shock I was go¬ 
ing through was more from 
the price stickers. Every¬ 
thing is so expensive and I 
rebelled against paying so 
much. 

So we have been en¬ 
gaged in the repairs and it 
has been good for us. The 
physical labor has left us stiff 
and sore sometimes, but 
we’re getting better. We 
shifted half a cubic yard of 
washed rock yesterday 
evening, by hand in buckets 
and boxes. 

The people at Tanas 
thought that it might take 
us all night, but we did it in 
three loads. The strain of 
lifting and shoveling may be 
why I’m awake now, at 3 a.m. 


One thing that we 
couldn’t reasonably do was 
to trim the big willow tree 
in our yard. I suppose this 
illustrates how prices really 
shock us. In Nigeria we had 
a mission radio that re¬ 
quired an antenna strung 
between two trees on our 
compound. The Nigerian 
man who came and put the 
antenna up and trimmed the 
trees charged us the equiva¬ 
lent of about $4 Canadian. 
So you can imagine my 
shock when the man who 
trimmed our one tree in our 
backyard here in Didsbury 
wanted $300! I tried bar¬ 
gaining with him, but that 
doesn’t work very well here 
in Canada. 

We paid the $300 and got 
rave reviews from the 
neighbors who have been 
so supportive and helpful. 

They have lent us tools to 
do yard work and inside 
jobs. They have encouraged 
us by telling us how much the 
improvements we’ve made 
please them. In short, they 
have really made us feel 
welcome. We look forward to 
moving back here, possibly 
in five years. 

We have committed our¬ 
selves to working with 
SHARE Education Services 
in Hungary for the next five 
years. We don’t know all that 
is involved in our work there, 
but we look forward to what 
God wants to do in us and 
through us as we serve Him 
in ministry to missionary 
families in Eastern Europe 
and Central Asia. 

Please pray along with us 
that God will continue to pro¬ 
vide for all of our needs. We 
need to increase the amount 
of money that people and 
churches give to support us 
while we are in Hungary. 

This is our major concern 
just now. God is able to do 
wonderful things as we sim¬ 
ply trust Him and obey His 
leading. Sometimes I have 
been impatient and frus¬ 
trated as I’ve tried to arrange 
for speaking in churches. 
God is helping me to see that 
He can meet even this need 
for support in His way and for 
His glory. 

Thanks for your patience 
with us.

The autumn leaves 
signaled the end of the 
long lazy days of sum¬ 
mer. The old woman 
gazed at the giant pop¬ 
lars across in the park 
and suddenly ached with 
a flood of nostalgia. 
How she had loved those 
remembered days when 
life seemed so full of 
promise and the future 
held no terrors. Was I 
ever that child Ruthie 
who dreamed away the 
days and played with the 
abandon of country chil¬ 
dren when our chores 
were done? 

The honking of 
Canada Geese flying 
overhead now, sounded 
like the introduction to 
a symphony of fall mu¬ 
sic. The strident calls of 
giant cranes, the harsh 
notes of the flocks of 
crows, gathering now 
for their own flights to 
warmer climes. 

A dreamy child, 
Ruthie stood at the edge 
of the golden acres of 
wheat as a random 
breeze ruffled her hair. 
The men working the 
field gathered the 
sheaves of grain and 
stood them in row after 
row like soldiers lined up 
for a drill. Now was the 
time for Ruthie and her 
brothers to carry after¬ 
noon lunch to the hun¬ 
gry workers. Cold lem¬ 
onade, sandwiches and 
cake, always a delight, 
were shared by the chil¬ 
dren. 

Overhead, flocks of 
geese slowly circled the 
ripened grain field, drop- 
ping lower and lower, 
calling to each other in 
a sound like rusty 
creaking music. The 
flock settled on the feast 
spread before them. 
They needed the nour¬ 
ishment for the long 
flight to their wintering 
refuge in the distant 
south. In the skies now 
came the raucous 
cawing of the giant 
cranes coming to share 
the bounty. Evening 
brought out hunters 
who crept stealthily to¬ 
ward the birds, hoping 
to shoot some of the wily 
creatures before they 
were alerted and took 
flight. The booming of 
shotguns in neighboring 
fields could be heard in 
the falling dusk. Ruthie 
was torn between wish¬ 
ing for the safety of the 
geese and the taste of fat 
roast goose. Air fra¬ 
grant with leaf smoke, 
perfumed the evening 
Ruthie was suddenly 
filled with longing to 
hold on to the beauty of 
her surroundings. 

The bountiful harvest 
meant the arrival of the 
threshing crews, teams 
of heavy horses pulling 
the hay racks to gather 
the bundles of ripe 


grain. Two men worked, 
one on the ground to 
pitch the sheaves up to 
the one on the rack who 
spread them into a full 
load. Then they were off 
to the threshing ma¬ 
chine to wait in line as 
each load in turn was 
pitched into the hungry 
maw of the fast turning 
gears that separated the 
golden grain from the 
straw. The stream of fat 
kernels of wheat poured 
from the spout of the 
machine into the grana¬ 
ries to wait hauling to 
the elevators. 

The chaff that flew 
from the other end of the 
machine grew into a 
huge pile of straw, 
tempting the watching 
children to romp and 
play in its bed. Remem¬ 
bering their fathers 
warning, they realized 
that it was possible to be 


buried in the fresh straw 
before it settled and re¬ 
sisted the urge. 

In the kitchen, the 
women of the family, to¬ 
gether with helpful 
neighbors, baked deli¬ 
cious pies, peeled huge 
quantities of vegetables 
and basted the roast as 
it sizzled in the oven. 
Pickles, relishes and 
fresh baked buns waited 
on the table. Ruthie 
scurried about, spread¬ 
ing the table with dishes 
and cutlery. Harvest 
was an excitement that 
touched all the family, a 
memory that lingered a 
lifetime. 

Harvest over, school 
now occupied the fami¬ 
ly’s attention. A new 
teacher was always 
awaited with anticipa¬ 
tion. Would she be nice 
or horrid? Ruthie re¬ 
membered the pretty 


blonde girl who came 
that year. Her oldest 
brother was quite smit¬ 
ten by the young 
woman. Fall always 
meant a harvest ball. 
Ruthie’s family all loved 
to dance and looked for¬ 
ward to the many 
dances that were held in 
the schoolhouse. Long 
before radio and televi¬ 
sion came on the scene 
people made their own 
entertainment. 

A number of Metis 


families in the area were 
very musical and pro¬ 
vided instrumental and 
vocal offerings at com¬ 
munity gatherings.

How many years have 
gone; life has taken us 
through a world war; 
man has set foot on the 
moon, the old woman 
sighed with a wish that 
today’s youth could 
know some of the rich¬ 
ness of the memories 
that were so vivid to her 
today. 

Faintly, she heard 
again the closing notes 
of the harvest sym¬ 
phony.

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Sheehan 
backstopping

Cremona netminder, 
Garrett Sheehan is mak¬ 
ing his mark with the 
Rocky Mountain Light¬ 
ning of the Rural Alberta 
Midget AAA Hockey 
League.

What motorists need to know about 


Effective October 31, 2005, new legislation makes 
it safer for police officers, firefighters, ambulance 
workers, tow truck operators and construction 
workers on Alberta's roads. 

• Motorists must slow to 60-km/h, or less if the 
posted speed is lower, when passing emergency 
vehicles or tow trucks stopped with their lights 
flashing. Fines for speeding in these areas will 
be doubled. 

• In construction zones, motorists must observe 
the posted speed. When workers are present, 

fines for speeding in these areas will be 
doubled.

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QUESTION: I 've always had an interest in creative 
writing, primarily because 1 had a teacher who encour¬ 
aged me to express myself and gave me the skills to do it. 
My kids, however, have not had that exposure. The school 
system just doesn't teach writing skills anymore. How 
did you come to be a writer, and how might 1 give my 
children a nudge in that direction? 

DR. DOBSON: It is true that writing skills are sel¬ 
dom taught today. That was evident a while back when I 
was considering hiring a Ph.D. candidate from a large 
university. I called her major professor for a recommen¬ 
dation. He spoke highly of this woman and said he was 
sure she would do a good job for me. I then asked if she 
was an adequate writer. He said: "Are you kidding? None 
of my students have strong writing skills. Young people 
don't learn to put their thoughts on paper these days." 
He was right! 

It hasn't always been that way. I remember diagram¬ 
ming sentences and learning parts of speech when I was 
in elementary school. It was a major part of the curricu¬ 
lum. Also, my parents encouraged and helped me to grow 
in this area. I wrote a letter to a friend when I was 9 
years old. My mother then suggested that we read it to¬ 
gether. I had written, "Dear Tom, how are you? I am just 
fine.” My mom asked me if I thought that sounded a little 
boring. She said, "You haven't said anything. You used a 
few words, but they have no meaning." I never wrote that 
phrase again, although that is the typical way a child 
begins a letter. 

Looking back, I can see how, even at an early age, my 
mother was teaching me to write. In addition, I was also 
fortunate to have a few English teachers who were deter¬ 
mined to teach me the fundamentals of composition. I 
had one in high school and another in college who in¬ 
sisted that I learn grammar and composition. They nearly 
beat me to death, but I'm glad they did. I earn a living 
today, at least in part, with the skills they taught me. I 
would especially like to say "thanks" to Dr. Ed Harwood. 
His classes were like Marine boot camp, but what I learned 
there was priceless. 

It's not terribly difficult or time-consuming to encour¬ 
age and teach kids some of the basics of grammar and 
composition. One approach is to ask a family member to 
correspond with your child and encourage him or her to 
write back. Then when the reply is written, sprinkle a 
few corrections, such as the one my mother offered, with 
a generous portion of praise. Finally, entice that young¬ 
ster to engage in a little creative expression. As for what 
you can do to compensate for the de-emphasis on writing 
in school, I really don't know — except to seek instruc¬ 
tion outside the classroom. 

The teaching of writing has gone out of style — much 
like the old "homemaking" classes for girls. But it is an 
incredibly valuable craft that can be used in a wide vari¬ 
ety of settings. Don’t let your children grow up without 
developing it. 

QUESTION: If punishment is never indicated for an 
infant, what form of discipline is appropriate at that age? 

DR. DOBSON: The answer is loving leadership. Par¬ 
ents should have the courage to do what is right for their 
babies, even if they protest vigorously. Dr. Bill Slonecker, 
a pediatrician and good friend, has stressed the impor¬ 
tance of parents taking charge right from the day of birth. 
Too often he has seen mothers in his private practice who 
were afraid of their infants. They would call his office 
and frantically huff, "My 6-month-old baby is crying and 
seems very hot." The doctor would ask if the child had a 
fever, to which Mom would reply: "I don't know. He won't 
let me take his temperature." These mothers had already 
yielded their authority to their infants. Some never re¬ 
gain it. 

Good parenting and loving leadership go hand in hand. 
And it should begin on Day One.
